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Program  Notes 


As  we  hope  last  month's  Folio  and  the 
Marathon  made  clear,  KPFA  is  keenly  aware  that 
it  has  structural  and  programming  problems. 

By  the  time  you  read  this,  it's  likely  that 
a  seven-member  staff  committee  will  have  made 
firm  recommendations  for  a  smaller  and  more  ef- 
ficent  station,  guidelines  which  will  form  the  basis 
of  "Phase  II"  of  the  cutback  program  which  start- 
ed in  January  with  voluntary  staff  pay  reductions. 

The  station  is,  in  many  ways,  a  perpetual 
argument  about  itself.  Because  we  are  what  we 
broadcast,  no  subject  has  taken  precedence  over 
programming  in  the  past,  troubled  months. 

Broke,  searching  for  new  leadership  and  a 
new  way  of  working,  KPFA  has  sustained  a  very 
great  deal  of  debate,  most  of  it  quite  reasoned, 
about  its  program  performance. 

These  discussions  form  the  heart  of  what- 
ever changes  take  place  and  they're  conducted,  in 
part,  by  people  whose  voices  will  be  gone  from  our 
air  in  a  matter  of  weeks  or  months. 

We're  fighting  to  keep  our  internal  prob- 
lems off  the  air-not  in  the  sense  of  keeping  them 
secret,  but  of  refusing  to  let  poverty  or  dismay 
lead  us  into  breaching  our  contract  to  provide  val- 
id and  lively  radio  to  our  subscribers  and  to  those 
who  cannot  pay. 

In  all  of  our  talk  about  programming,  au- 
dience reaction  is  the  prime  factor,  and  one  which 
often  is  difficult  to  gauge.  We  cannot  afford  quan- 
titative and  qualitative  surveys  by  the  American 
Ratings  Bureau  or  Pulse,  Inc.,  and  would  be  un- 
likely to  commission  them  if  we  could. 

Much  of  our  listener  input  is  a  function 
of  our  own  questioning  of  people  who  call  to  sub- 
scribe, of  reading  listener  notes  scribbled  on  the 
bills  which  come  in  with  their  checks,  of  analysis 
of  the  five  to  twenty  listener  letters  which  arrive 


each  day. 

Last  fall,  KPFA  initiated  a  very  substan- 
tial set  of  program  changes  which  were,  to  put  it 
briefly,  experiments  with  "stream"  programming, 
mixes  in  which  news,  conversation,  entertainment 
features  and  music  were  to  be  melded  into  pro- 
grams listened  to  for  their  consistent  quality,  rath- 
er than  their  Folioed  content. 

Two  of  them  clicked.  Bill  Scheduler's 
The  Ungodly  Hours  and  the  women's  program, 
Unlearning  to  Not  Speak.  Two  failed,  Between 
Consenting  Adults  and  Mondo  Banana,  mostly,  I 
think,  because  both  lacked  the  unity  of  concep- 
tion and  execution  which  Scheduler,  as  a  solo  act, 
and  the  women's  collective,  as  an  issue -oriented 
working  group,  brought  to  their  programming. 

We  knew,  almost  immediately,  what  was 
working  and  what  wasn't,  and  knew,  as  well,  that 
radio  series  often  need  six  months  to  a  year  before 
they  hit  their  stride.  (In  a  real  sense,  we  have  to 
fight  an  instinct  to  tinker,  buying  time  from  lis- 
teners who  take  the  trouble  to  telephone  or  write 
their  complaints  and  suggestions.) 

What  we  have  done  in  March  is  to  restrict 
our  stream  experimentation  to  programs  and  pro- 
ducers whose  work  is,  in  the  staffs  view,  accepted 
by  the  audience.  In  one  case,  Oneness,  we  extend 
the  very  accomplished  stream  work  of  Roland 
Young,  who,  with  volunteer  Glenn  Howell,  will 
be  producing  the  longest  regularly-scheduled  pro- 
gram we've  ever  tried.  In  others,  we've  parceled 
out  time  claimed  by  Mondo  Banana  to  individual 
producers  who  participated  in  that  failed  experi- 
ment and  that  time  held  down  by  Between  Con- 
senting Adults  to  highly  premeditated  and  adven- 
turous music  programming. 

Here,  by  day  and  hour,  is  what  is  changed 
in  March,  and  some  of  the  reasons  why: 
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Weekdays 

12:30      Unlearning  to  Not  Speak/Mind's  Ear 

Unlearning  is,  on  the  basis  of  written  and 
telephoned  response,  one  of  the  most  successful 
tilings  KPFA  has  tried  in  a  long  time.  Its  new  Mon- 
day-Wednesday-Friday daytime  schedule  places  it 
in  alternation  with  two,  one-hour  evening  editions, 
10  p.m.  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

At  1 2:30,  it  will  alternate  with  a  new  per- 
manent series.  Mind's  Ear,  created  in  direct  re- 
sponse to  heavy  listener  mail  calling  for  regular 
scheduling  of  material  about  mysticism,  humanis- 
tic psychology  and  the  like.  Although  we  have  no 
fresh  Baba  Ram  Dass  to  schedule  this  month,  more 
is  on  the  way.  (And  we  can  even  anticipate  listener 
reaction  to  Mind's  Ear-calls  for  nighttime  schedul- 
ing of  the  material  as  well.  It's  a  possibility.) 
3:00        Afternoon  Concert 

KPFA's  music  department  is  the  only 
work-group  in  the  station  generating  a  surplus  of 
program  material.  According  to  the  Listeners  who 
made  their  opinions  known,  the  extremely  variable 
quality  of  Between  Consenting  Adults  was  a  dis- 
appointment. People  preferred  the  old,  even  if  un- 
scheduled, series  of  Afternoon  Concerts.  They're 
back,  as  Folioed,  single -subject  specials,  and  even 
in  those  cases  where  most  of  the  major  works  are 
listed,  we've  left  enough  time  for  the  host  to  make 
community  announcements  and  to  play,  when 
necessary,  short-cut  news  and  public  affairs  mat- 
erial. 
5:30        The  New  KPFA  Commentaries 

Audience  reaction  has  been  extremely 
warm  to  the  notion  of  fifteen  minutes  of  listener 
calls  appended  to  the  Commentary  series.  We've 
retained  the  idea  and,  this  month,  we've  cut  some 
of  the  commentators;  new  voices  include  repre- 
sentatives of  law  enforcement  agencies  and  of  ho- 
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mosexual  organizations.  The  Commentaries,  taken 
with  the  three  half-hour  programs  which  follow, 
provide  what  we  hope  is  the  final  shape  of  our 
late-afternoon  format. 

The  idea  is  to  make  our  daily  slices  of 
reality  digestible,  if  not  always  palatable. 
6:00        Common  Knowledge 

Our  new  weeknightly  broadcast  of  local 
reporting.  It  went  into  test,  unannounced  during 
the  Marathon,  and  it  will  be  some  weeks  before  it 
reaches  its  final  shape. 

It  resulted  from  the  belief  on  the  part  of 
its  participants  that  the  station  was  style-bound 
during  The  KPFA  News  and  was  making  less  use  of 
local  reporting,  including  materials  from  available 
volunteers,  than  it  might. 

Common  Knowledge  has  no  stylesheet, 
but,  hopefully,  will  grow  a  style  of  its  own.  Our 
intention  is  to  develop  the  show  without  altering 
the  consistent  quality  and  seriousness  of  The 
KPFA  News,  which  will  follow  each  evening  in  a 
half-hour  version. 

Common  Knowledge  will  not  be  heard  on 
weekends  and  now,  because  of  our  new  black  ra- 
dio project  on  Saturday,  the  conventional  news- 
cast will  be  gone  that  day  only,  replaced  by  gen- 
eral reporting  which  is  intended  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  Oneness  project. 
7:00        Perspectives 

Our  series  of  programs  of  political  and  so- 
cial comment  which  have  been  produced  within 
seven  days  of  their  broadcast.  In  March,  Washing- 
ton Report  moves  to  Friday,  replacing  Capitol 
News  Summary,  whose  networking  cost  was  too 
high  for  our  thin  budgeting  to  sustain. 

The  7  p.m.  Thursday  slot  will  be  shared 
by  the  Institute  for  Policy  Studies  in  alternation 
with  Media  Monitor,  a  new  broadcast  of  local  me- 
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dia  criticism.  Dave  Meggysey  on  Sports  will  alter- 
nate  with   the   Marxist   views  of  The  Bay  Area 
School,  Sundays  at  7  p.m. 
10:00      Open  Hour/Unlearning  to  Not  Speak 

We  decided  that  placing  Open  Hour  im- 
mediately after  Perspectives  left  too  much  of  our 
fresh  "reality''  programming  in  one  monolithic 
hunk,  especially  so  with  the  addition  of  the  new 
local  newscast. 

Public  Affairs  Director  Bill  Northwood 
was  impressed  with  a  recent  academic  survey  on 
radio  and  television  viewing  and  listening  habits. 

The  survey  showed  that  early-evening 
public  affairs  programming  is  in  competition  with, 
to  put  it  simply,  dinner  and  young  children. 

With  the  demise  of  Mondo  Banana,  we 
claimed  the  10  p.m.  slot  for  the  Open  Hour  on 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  alternating  them 
with  one-hour,  live  versions  of  Unlearning  to  Not 
Speak,  which  tends  to  have  high  public-affairs  con- 
tent. 
1 1 :00      Marconi/Joshua/Thomas/Bensky/Bartlett 

The  original  idea  of  Mondo  Banana  was 
that  of  a  loving  (or  unloving)  collective,  as,  to  the 
naked  ear,  the  Unlearning  unit,  appears  to  be.  It 
didn't  work  out.  Indeed,  the  temporal  territorial- 
ity maintained  by  the  new,  and  old,  late-night  pro- 
ducers resulted  in  some  of  the  worst  off-mike 
fights  KPFA  has  seen. 

So,  now  we're  back  to  separate  program- 
ming. Gerard  Van  der  Leun  has  resigned  as  Drama 
and  Literature  Director,  but  will  continue  to  vol- 
unteer in  his  old  Monday-night  slot,  as  well  as  at 
other  times. 

Joshua,  Tuesdays  at  1 1 ,  is  an  accomplish- 
ed music  programmer  who  has  held  weekend  over- 
night duty  and  now  moves  to  this  earlier  time. 
Bert  Thomas'  mellow  jazz  show  has  been  a  Wed- 
nesday-night staple  for  many  months,  and  Thurs- 
day will  become  Production  Director's  night  out 


on  a  regular  basis  for  Larry  Bensky,  the  closest 
thing  KPFA  has  to  a  chief  announcer. 

Larry  Bartlett  long  has  wanted  to  do 
more  live  folk,  more  often,  and  gets  his  chance  Fri- 
days at  11  p.m.,  a  show  abbreviated  by  our  trans- 
mitters' continuing  poor  health,  which  now  necess- 
itates weekly  maintenance  from  1  a.m.  on. 

Sandy  Silver/Communications  moves  to 
Sunday  nights  at  10:30  p.m.,  replacing  Roland 
Young  that  evening. 
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Saturday 

8:00        Morning  Concert 

This   has  been  a  six-day-a-week  job  for 
George  Cleve,  who  is  a  part-time  employee.  The 
new  Saturday  concerts  are  single -subject  specials 
like  their  afternoon  counterparts. 
1:00        Oneness 

This  is  the  biggest  new  thing  KPFA  is  try- 
ing this  month,  twelve  hours  of  stream  program- 
ming by  and  for  black  people  and  interested  eaves- 
droppers. Its  producers  describe  it  this  way: 

Radio-sound  machine-communicative  de- 
vice for  transforming  and  informing.  Quality,  con- 
tinuity and  accessibility  are  the  prime  ingredients 
manifesting  themselves  via  a  twelve -hour  excursion 
every  Saturday  from  1  p.m.  until  1  a.m. 

The  programming  will  consist  of  music 
from  the  Blackest  corners  of  the  universe,  eclec- 
tically  traversing  other  hues  and  shadings.  There 
will  be  informational  relays  and  reports  on  prob- 
lems which  affect  us  and  conditions  under  which 
The  Wretched  of  the  Earth  live,  struggle  and  die. 

There  will  also  be  explorations  into  the 
area  of  (BLACK)  revolutionary  theatre  with  re- 
sultant theatric/sound  productions. 

The  entire  sepia  SPACE  montage  will 
blossom  with  embellishments  of  revolutionary 
people's  poetry  and  magic. 

Words,  madness,  critiques,  suggestions, 
ideas  and  insanities  from  you  to  us  are  much  need- 
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ed  and  desired.  DO  the  DO. 

It  will  be  a  mundane/spiritual/political/ 
social  affair  of  collective  ONENESS-hopefully!

This  is  a  copy  of  a  feature  tried  for  sev- 
eral years  at  our  sister  stations  in  Los  Angeles  and 
Houston,  a  regular,  weekend  time  for  replay  of  the 
week's  very  best  material,  as  judged  by  staff  and 
listener  response. 
5:00       Chinese  Media 

A  new  time,  exactly  one  day  later  than 
the  previous  slot,  for  our  successful  Cantonese- 
language  program  for  Bay  Area  residents  of 
Chinese  surname.  The  project  was  displaced  by 
the  Oneness  start . 
7:30       The  KPFA  Opera 

Perhaps  the  most  unpopular  programming 
move  of  recent  months  was  the  relegation  of  the 
Sunday  Opera  to  an  8  a.m.  slot,  made  necessary  by 
our  deeply-held  belief  that  irregular  programming 


in  arts  and  public  affairs  would  serve  the  Sunday- 
afternoon  audience  better. 

We  could  see  near-martial  organization 
behind  the  resulting  blizzard  of  letters,  but  they 
were  witty  and  to  the  point  and,  to  a  great  extent, 
quite  valid. 

However  scarce  a  commodity  opera  may 
be  on  the  airwaves,  we  know  exactly  what  we're 
doing  in  counterprogramming  KKHI's  Sunday- 
night  opera.  That's  why  we're  scheduling  a  half- 
hour  jump.  While  the  discussions  were  underway, 
KKHI  played  a  commercial  recording  of  Carmen, 
taken  with  our  knowledge  that  an  Italian-language 
version  of  The  Rake's  Progress  would  be  featured 


on  KPFA  in  March,  we  decided  that  the  differ- 
ences in  our  theories  in  opera  programming  were 
substantive  enough  to  call  for  a  head-on  battle.  We 
assume  you'll  be  sticking  with  us. 

We  hope,  as  usual,  that  all  these  notions 
work  out,  and  that,  in  April,  we  can  leave  the  for- 
matting pretty  much  alone,  concentrating  solely 
on  execution. 

But  there  are  problems  we  can  foresee. 
For  one  thing,  we  face  the  loss  of  Charles  Amirk- 
hanian  for  three  months;  he  is  going  to  Sweden  to 
compose  on  commission.  A  great  deal  of  advance 
planning  is  going  into  the  music  work  for  his  ab- 
sence, but  you'll  sense  the  loss  in  April  and  May. 

And,  once  again,  the  station  is  without  a 
full-time  drama  and  literature  director,  with  the 
resignation  of  Gerard  Van  der  Leun.  In  April,  we 
hope  to  present  work  from  an  ambitious  drama 
production  undertaken  last  fall  by  Erik  Bauersfeld, 
the  former  D&L  director,  with  Clay  Grillo,  a 
KPFA  production  assistant  who  is  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence. 

Meanwhile,  Gerard  and  a  group  of  hard- 
core volunteers  will  be  working  without  pay  to 
maintain  this  area  of  the  station's  arts  program- 
ming. 

At  some  point  this  year,  KPFA  is  likely 
to  insert  a  very  thorough  programming  survey  in 
the  Folio.  These  are  complicated  to  construct  and 
analyze,  and  they  often  tend  to  lend  great  statistic- 
al weight  to  immediate  reaction  based  on  the  pro- 
gramming happening  when  we  ask  the  questions. 

Until  we  get  that  project  together,  accept 
our  claim  that  analytical  letters,  complete  with 
suggestions  for  improvements,  series  starts  or  mer- 
cy killings,  are  the  greatest  programming  aid  the 
audience  can  provide.  We  try  to  answer  each  one 
individually,  and  in  some  detail.  Address  them  to:

KPFA  PRESENTS  A  RETROSPECTIVE  OF  THE  MANY-FACETED  WORK  OF  DANE  RUDHYAR 


This  month,  KPFA  presents  a  retrospective  of 
the  work  of  Dane  Rudhyar,  who  celebrates  his  77th  birth- 
day on  March  23. 

On  Sunday,  March  5,  an  all-Rudhyar  concert 
will  be  performed  at  Live  Oak  Theatre  in  Berkeley  at 
8:30  p.m.  Pianist  Michael  Sellers  of  Los  Angeles  will  per- 
form three  important  Rudhyar  piano  works:  Pentagram 
No.  3,  "The  Release"  (1924-6),  Granites  (1929)  and  a 
massive  new  four-movement  work,  Syntony.  composed  in 
1968. 

At  the  concert  the  composer  will  speak  on 
Consonant  and  Dissonant  Harmony-Two  Principles  of 
Group-Relationship  in  the  Arts  and  in  Human  Associa- 
tion. The  address  was  first  given  in  1929  when  Rud- 
hyar's consistent  practice  was  to  talk  about  his  aesthetic 
theories  at  performances  of  his  music. 

Live  Oak  Theatre  is  on  Shattuck  Avenue,  a 
block  north  of  Rose,  about  eight  blocks  north  of  Uni- 
versity. The  evening  of  the  concert,  paintings  by  Rud- 
hyar will  be  on  view  in  the  foyer.  Admission  donation 
is  two  dollars. 

On  Friday,  March  10,  Rudhyar  will  lecture  on 
Astrology  as  a  Cosmic  Psychosynthesis  at  Newman  Hall, 
2700  College  (at  Dwight  Way),  Berkeley.  Admission  do- 
nation is  two  dollars. 

Throughout  March,  Rudhyar's  paintings  will  be 
on  display  at  the  Magus  Book  Shop,  1730  Solano  Avenue, 
Berkeley. 
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And  on  the  air,  you  will  hear  a  very  exhaustive 
retrospective  of  Rudhyar's  work  as  astrologer,  poet,  nov- 
elist, painter,  aesthetic  theoretician  and  composer.  Here  is 
a  complete  listing  of  our  offerings:

Dane  Rudhyar  was  born  in  Paris  on  March  23, 
1895. 

After  writing  a  book  on  Debussy  and  the  Cycle 
of  Musical  Civilization,  part  of  which  was  published  by 
Durand  in  1913  with  some  piano  compositions,  Rudhyar 
came  to  New  York  in  1916  to  supervise  the  performance 
of  some  orchestral  works  by  Pierre  Monteux. 

A  book  of  poems  in  French  was  published  in 
Canada  in  1918,  after  which  Rudhyar  came  to  California 
to  compose  music  for  the  Pilgrimage  Play  in  the  Holly- 
wood hills. 

Rudhyar  became  increasingly  interested  in  Ori- 
ental philosophy  and  music,  and  wrote  a  book.  The  Re- 
birth of  Hindu  Music,  published  in  Madras,  and  a  volume 
of  essays,  Art  as  a  Release  of  Power.  Advanced  groups 
performed  his  compositions,  and  he  was  a  founding  mem- 
ber of  The  International  Composers  Guild  and  the  New 
Music  Society. 

After  a  thorough  study  of  Oriental  philosophies 
and  Western  esotericism,  Rudhyar  turned,  in  1932,  to  a 
deep  interest  in  Jungian  depth  psychology.  In  an  attempt 
to  integrate  much  of  this  wide-ranging  material,  he  came 
to  believe  that  astrology,  if  completely  reformulated  and 
reoriented,  could  be  a  way  of  applying  certain  basic  phil- 
osophical and  psychological  concepts  io  modern  everyday 
life. 

A  chance  meeting  with  the  publisher  of  an  as- 
trology magazine  made  the  project  possible,  leading  to  a 
vast  number  of  articles  which,  in  turn,  became  a  number 
of  books.  Rudhyar's  works  on  astrology  are  widely  read 
in  paperback,  especially  by  the  young,  and  are  published 
by  Doubleday,  Penguin  and  Harper,  among  other  houses. 

At  the  same  time  he  worked  in  astrology, 
Rudhyar  continued  writing  for  musical,  artistic  and  phil- 
osophical magazines,  publishing  several  books  of  essays 
and  poems.  While  living  in  Colorado  and  New  Mexico,  he 
also  began  to  paint  along  non-representational  and  sym- 
bolical lines,  exhibiting  often. 

In  recent  years,  Rudhyar  has  been  active  in  pro- 
moting and  writing  books  which  formulate  his  approach 
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to  life  and  the  problems  of  the  present  day,  including  The 
Planetarization  of  Consciousness,  Directives  for  New  Life 
and  We  Can  Begin  Again -Together. 

He  is  in  great  demand  as  a  lecturer,  but  ill 
health  forces  him  to  concentrate  on  revising  old  manu- 
scripts and  writing  new  ones. 

For  the  past  seven  years,  he  has  lived  in  South- 
ern California  with  his  young  wife,  making  occasional 
visits  to  San  Francisco,  where  he  has  given  seminars  for 
Esalen  and  similar  groups. 

Lately,  his  musical  works  have  returned  to  pub- 
lic notice,  and  are  being  performed  and  recorded. 

Rudhyar  characterizes  himself  as  a  "new  age 
philosopher."  Ever  since  his  Paris  days,  he  has  foreseen 
the  gradual  disruption  of  Western  civilization,  and  his 
work  has  been  dedicated  to  finding  and  stating  "seed 
ideas"  for  a  new,  potentially  global  civilization. 

Because  of  the  many  fields  in  which  he  has 
worked,  he  has  been  described  as  a  "Renaissance  man," 
but  the  rebirth  he  envisions  for  mankind  is  of  a  different 
order  than  the  one  which  happened  500  years  ago. 

The  ideal  he  has  stressed  all  his  life  is  that  of 
the  "seed  man,"  the  "man  of  plenitude,"  who,  unwilling 
to  participate  in  the  process  of  disintegration  of  culture 
taking  place  all  over  the  world,  joins  the  few  pioneers 
who,  like  Sri  Aurobindo  or  Teilhard  de  Chardin,  have 
tried  to  lay  the  foundation  for  a  transformation  in  depth 
of  humanity. 

Recently,  this  approach  has  evoked  a  remark- 
able response  in  many  young  people. 

Here  is  his  credo: 

"In  my  works,  I  seek  to  release  effectively  emo- 
tional power  and  mental  vision,  far  more  than  to  give 
esthetical  pleasure  or  a  feeling  of  technical  problems  over- 
come. I  seek  to  participate  in  the  creation  of  a  new  civili- 
zation, by  evoking  through  form,  color  and  rhythm,  such 
ideas,  feelings  and  vistas  of  inner  reality  as  may  contribute 
to  a  renewal  of  human  values  and  human  perceptions  on 
the  basis  of  a  fuller  realization  of  spirit,  in  me  and  all 
men."

A  SEED 

I  feel  we  are  at  the  threshold  of  a  new  age,  and 
that  we  need  now,  more  than  anything  else,  a  new  ap- 
proach to  human  relationships  and  to  social  organization. 
We  need  a  planetary  approach,  we  need  a  synthetic  ap- 
proach. We  need  something  in  which  the  individual  learns 
his  own  function  in  the  world  because  if  you  are  to  have  a 
global  world  the  individual  has  to  be  so  well  established 
in  his  own  identity  that  he  can  afford  to  cooperate  with 
other  people  all  over  the  world,  independent  of  their  cul- 
ture, their  race,  their  traditions  and  so  on.  It  is  very  im- 
portant therefore  that  one  should  learn  how  to  establish 
oneself  in  one's  own  identity.  We  need  a  new  type  of  hu- 
man being. 

We  need  something  which  is  based  no  longer,  so 
much,  on  conflict,  but  on  a  full  acceptance  of  the  total 
human  being-body,  mind,  soul,  feelings,— everything.  An 
esthetic  approach  versus  an  ethical  approach,  so  that  you 
can  see  the  relationship  in  which  everything  stands  inside 
of  the  whole,  so  you  can  look  at  the  whole  and  become 
identified  with  the  "wholeness"  of  that  whole,  rather  than 
with  any  particular  part.  Now  this  is,  of  course,  a  very  dif- 
ficult situation.  We  are  certainly  in  a  difficult  time  and 
what  is  ahead  of  us  today,  I  do  not  know.  I  am  rather  pes- 
simistic as  far  as  the  immediate  future  is  concerned,  con- 
sidering the  way  the  world  and  our  nation  is  moving  at  the 
present  time.  But  you  must  realize  that  crises  are  some- 
times necessary  to  accomplish  what  is  to  be  accomplished. 
The  only  problem,  however,  is  this:  something  must  be 
ready  before  the  great  crisis  comes— when  the  new  cycle 
begins-for  it  will  have  to  begin  on  the  foundation  of 
those  seeds  which  have  been  down  before  the  crisis. 

If  you  have  a  winter  followed  by  a  spring,  but 
there  was  no  harvest  in  the  fall  no  seed  will  germinate  dur- 
ing the  spring,  and  you  will  have  to  start  at  the  very  be- 


ginning into  the  most  primitive  time  of  manifestation. 
That's  why  I  have  stressed,  so  much  all  my  life  the  idea  I 
call  the  "seed  man"  the  man  who  is  willing  and  able  to 
gather  within  himself,  as  it  were,  the  past  of  humanity 
and  particularly  of  our  western  world  of  course,  but  also 
of  other  cultures  because  what  we  want  to  emerge  from 
the  future,— after  whatever  crisis  will  come— is  a  global 
world.  We  therefore  need  men  of  great  vision,  men  who 
are  not  specialists,  (generalists  as  they  are  sometimes  call- 
ed today),  men  who  have  the  vision  and  courage  to  wait, 
and  to,  in  some  way  through  their  lives,  through  their 
example,  and  through  whatever  they  leave  after  their 
deaths,  to  become  the  seeds  of  the  future  world.  That's  of 
course,  the  great  choice  we  have  all  to  make,  and  we  all 
can  make  it.  We  can  follow  the  mass  vibration  and  decay, 
like  all  the  leaves  of  the  world  in  the  fall,  (however  beauti- 
ful the  golden  leaves  may  be),  they  will  have  to  decay  and 
become  manure  for  the  future  of  civilization,  but  it  is 
only  the  "seed  men"  that  really  count,  and  it  is  those  you 
should  look  for,  if  you  yourself  do  not  feel  yet  to  the 
point  of  being  ready  to  become  a  "seed  person",  because 
it  is  that  only  which  is  the  insurance  for  the  future  rebirth 
of  humanity. 

I  think  today  it  is  of  no  use  to  try  to  look  to 
the  immediate  future,  because  it  looks  very  dark;  but  it  is 
to  look— to  prepare-for  the  possibility  that  a  new  world 
may  arise,  if  not  tomorrow,  the  day  after  tomorrow.  1 
think  it  is  the  only  thing  which  gives  value  to  all  our  sac- 
rifice, all  our  courage,  decisions  and  choices  today:  it  is  to 
become  seeds  for  the  development  of  the  future  world.  So 
I  hope  every  one  of  you— each  one  in  his  own  life,  in  his 
own  way— can  some  day  soon,  very  soon,  (if  you  have  not 
already),  make  the  choice,  and  become  "seed  men"  and 
"seed  women".

FEEDBACK  is  a  series  of  programs  about  Network  Tele- 
vision, the  theme  of  which  is  that  "the  communications 
media,  ironically,  have  failed  to  communicate."  The  pro- 
grams are  produced  by  Bruce  Soloway  and  David  Rapkin 
of  Pacifica  Radio  in  New  York  [WBA1],  in  conjunction 
with  The  Network  Project,  a  collective  research/action 
group  based  in  New  York.  Both  the  organization  and  the 
programs  are  dedicated  to  getting  the  public  (all  of  us)  to 
think  seriously  about  the  potential  of  television  and  about 
creating  a  system  of  feedback  in  which  the  audience  can 
communicate  effectively  with  the  broadcasters.  These 
programs  are  about  Questions,  not  The  Answer;  as  one 
member  of  the  project  put  it,  "We  want  simply  to  raise 
these  issues  in  the  community.  We  don't  exist  to  impose  a 
single  alternative  on  people -there  can  be  alternatives, 
plural."

1)  An  Introduction  to  TV  as  a  medium,  Thursday  the

Senate  Hearings  on  Land  Distribution  and  Agri- 
cultural Labor  in  California 

The  Senate  Sub-Committee  on  Migratory  Labor 
visited  San  Francisco  in  mid-January.  Instead  of  asking 
about  the  problems  of  migratory  laborers,  as  they  have 
for  years,  Senators  Adlai  Stevenson  III  and  Robert  Taft 
focused  on  the  underlying  question:  Who  owns  Califor- 
nia? 

If  conglomerates  own  much  of  California  (and 
they  do),  then  it  is  unlikely  that  as  migrantism  ends  the 
laborers  will  become  landowners.  It  may  even  be  that 
small  farmers  will  be  driven  off  their  land  because  of  their 
inability  to  compete  with  conglomerates.  The  conglomer- 
ates' advantage  is  not  so  much  due  to  size,  however,  as  to 
tax  breaks. 

Dozens    of  speakers   addressed   themselves    to 
these  and  other  points.  Among  the  witnesses  were  tax- 
experts,  representatives  of  farmworkers,  and  a  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Bank  of  America,  which  controls  40%  of  the 
agricultural  loans  in  California.  We  broadcast  two  days  of 
the  hearings  live  from  San  Francisco,  and  taped  the  third 
day  in  Fresno.  Those  twenty  hours  of  hearings  have  been 
cut  to  seven  one-hour  programs.  They  will  be  aired  at  the 
following  times:

La  Monte  Young* 


In  less  than  a  decade,  LaMonte  Young  has  es- 
tablished himself  as  one  of  the  most  imaginative  young 
composers  in  America  by  offering  a  succession  of  pieces 
which,  while  valid  extensions  of  certain  current  practices, 
were  absolutely  novel.  In  1960,  at  Berkeley,  he  presented 
a  composition  which  consisted  of  turning  loose  a  jar  full 
of  butterflies  (they  made  a  sound,  however  inaudible);  the 
score  of  Composition  1960  No.  7  consists  of  an  open-fifth 
chord  (B  and  F  sharp)  followed  by  the  hand-written  in- 
structions: "To  be  held  for  a  long  time."  At  a  New  York 
concert,  some  years  later,  he  set  fire  to  a  violin;  another 
time  he  performed  a  suggestive  abstract  design  by  Toshi 
Ichiyanagi  by  counting  a  bag-full  of  beans.  Many  of  these 
early  pieces  are  collected  in  An  Anthology  (1963),  which 
he  edited.  In  1  964,  Young  publicly  initiated  The  Tortoise, 


dian  and  Japanese  Gagaku  music,  combined  with  his  ex- 
posure to  the  work  of  Karlheinz  Stockhausen,  Richard 
Maxfield,  and  John  Cage  helped  produce  even  more  radi- 
cal changes.  Following  his  return  from  Darmstadt  where 
he  "discovered"  Cage,  he  created  numerous  audacious 
performances  which  demonstrated  the  effects  of  his  "dis- 
covery," and  his  work  since  has  been  increasingly  original 
and  idiosyncratic.  In  The  Tortoise,  His  Dreams  and  Jour- 
neys, Young  and  three  associates  chant  an  open  chord  of 
intrinsically  infinite  duration,  amplified  to  the  threshold 
of  aural  pain.  Public  performances  usually  consist  of  two 
sessions,  each  nearly  two  hours  in  length,  within  a  dark- 
ened room  illuminated  only  by  projections  of  pattern-art. 
Although  music  is  the  predominant  force,  the  entire  set- 
ting   induces    a  .multi-sensory    involvement,    and    as    the

His  Dreams  and  Journeys,  a  mixed-means  theatrical  piece 
which  is  currently  the  only  work  he  performs;  with  new 
sections  introduced  on  each  of  many  occasions,  it  is 
among  the  most  admired  works  in  the  new  theatre. 

Young  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  1  935,  in  Bern, 
Idaho,  where  his  father  herded  sheep;  he  lived  in  Idaho 
until  the  age  of  four,  in  Los  Angeles  through  the  sixth 
grade,  in  Utah  through  junior-high  school,  and  then  his 
family  settled  permanently  in  the  Los  Angeles  area.  He 
attended  John  Marshall  High  School,  Los  Angeles  City 
College,  Los  Angeles  State  College,  and  the  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles,  where  he  majored  in  music  and 
received  his  B.A.  in  1958.  Throughout  his  youth,  Young 
studied  the  saxophone,  which  he  calls  "my  instrument  of 
virtuousity ,"  and  he  later  studied  composition  with 
Leonard  Stein  (once  an  assistant  to  Arnold  Schoenberg), 
as  well  as  attending  Karlheinz  Stockhausen 's  seminar  at 
Darmstadt  in  the  summer  of  1959.  After  graduating  from 
U.C.L.A.,  he  studied  at  Berkeley  under  a  Woodrow  Wilson 
Fellowship  and  served  for  two  semesters  as  a  Teaching 
Assistant  in  the  Music  Department.  In  1960,  he  won  the 
Alfred  Hertz  Memorial  Traveling  Scholarship,  which  took 
him  to  New  York  where  he  studied  electronic  music  with 
Richard  Maxfield;  and  he  has  lived  there  ever  since.  In 
1966,  he  received  grants  from  both  the  Foundation  for 
Contemporary  Performance  Arts  and  the  John  Simon 
Guggenheim  Memorial  Foundation. 

Although  Young's  earliest  work  as  a  serious 
composer  was  in  the  Schoenberg  twelve-tone  tradition, 
his  use  of  sustained  notes,  sparse  textures,  and  the  ex- 
clusion of  certain  combinations  of  pitches  suggested  di- 
rections he  has  since  pursued.  His  interest  in  classical  In-

piece's  time  is  open  and  its  space  is  closed,  I  classify  it  as 
a  kinetic  environment. 

Young  is  a  small  and  slender  man,  strong  in 
physique,  who  speaks  with  a  decidedly  far-western  accent. 
He  possesses  the  ability  to  talk  forever,  in  a  tone  at  once 
passionate  and  professional,  and  he  likes  to  laugh  at  his 
cleverness.  He  carries  himself  in  an  eccentric  and  com- 
manding manner  similar  to  that  of  his  music.  Disdainful 
of  worldly  realities,  he  once  subscribed  to  a  twenty-seven- 
hour  day  around  the  clock— eight  for  work,  eight  for  play, 

eleven  for  sleeping— a  regime  that  meshed  with  the  rest  of 
the  world  only  a  fraction  of  the  time.  He  insists  that  other 
people  who  perform  his  work  must  pay  in  inverse  propor- 
tion to  a  piece's  length— three  hundred  dollars  for  seven 
minutes,  twenty-five  dollars  for  twenty-four  hours. 

Young  lives  with  his  wife,  Marian  Zazeela  (a 
painter  noted  for  her  objectivist  contemplative  patterns, 
such  as  those  used  in  the  Tortoise  piece),  in  a  large  loft 
filled  with  desks,  boxes,  tape  and  electronic  apparatus. 
Here,  his  group.  The  Theatre  of  Eternal  Music,  rehearses 
every  night  for  at  least  a  month  before  a  performance.  Its 
membership  consists  of  Young,  Marian,  Tony  Conrad, 
Terry  Riley,  and  at  different  times,  John  Cale,  Angus 
MacLise,  Terry  Jennings,  and  Dennis  Johnson.  Married  in 
1963,  the  Youngs  share  such  common  enthusiasms  as  tur- 
tle-keeping, yogurt-making,  Far  and  Middle  Eastern  cook- 
ing, and  organic  vitamins.
